to Wherefore in all reaſon , before you 
2A went about to an{were the Booke, 
; 2 which you receaued of the Catalo- 
ove of our Profeſſors, you thould haue giuen another, or 
referred vs to ſome booke of another of yours. And that 
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v7; {The Fisher freed, Se. r, 


ſo much the more, becauſe hitherto ſuch a Catalogue on 
our fide hath byn held impoſlibleto betound, made, or 
roduced . And hauing beeneauermore demaunded and 
required tor a hundred yeares togeather, could neuer as 
yet be ſeene nor obtayned. 

Certainly , thoſe your Champious which were 
choſen by your ſelte, and with great expecRatign vnder- 
rooke todoe it, when they came to the Tryfll, pettor- 
med n«.thing ; and all that they did, was but cunningly 
to auoyde the Queition , given in theſc expicile terMmes. 

IV hether the Protestam Church was tn all Ages v{ible, 


- Mſpecially th the Ages before Luther ;, and whether the Names of 


ſuch viſible Proteſtants in all Ages can be shewed,and proued out of 
good Authors e' 

Wherein euery man may ſce, there was nothin 
els demaunded, but a playne Catalogue or Table; of the 
Names of your Profellors in all Ages proued by good 
Authors . According wherunto, they receaued alſo ano- 
ther paper before the meeting, which there was publick- 
iy read, that ech partie thould produce their Catalogues 
out of good Authors» and then interchangably by rermes 
Twins ood , But this Table or Catalogue of the names 
of our Proteilors ſeemed a Lyon in the way of your Do- 
Qors , which therefore they durſt not come ncere norbe- 
hold , but ſought by diuers ſtraines to eſchew it, and to 
turne the eyesand eares of the audience from their expe= 
Qation of it. * 

As firſt chef ſoughtto make two Queſtions of the 
Queſtion propounded; and flying the latter part, jinſteed 
of thewing the viſibility of their Church, they would 
haue proued it 4 Preort (as they tearmed it) without thew- 
ing their viſible Paſtors , which was tÞe poynt demaun- 

ed, | » 
Secondly, they deride their Aduerſarics, for demaun- 
ding the Names of their Profeſſors , as if they. had impers 
tinently ca]led for 4 Buttry Bookg, of the Names of thoſe, 


that

that cuer were admitted ihto the Ciuurch of Chriſt; irregi= 
outly comparing the Hittories of the Church wherein 
the Names of her Biſhops, Martyrs, and other holy Meng. 
Were caiciully recorded, io Buittry Bookes of Namess ) 
And tor the {ame caulecalling their Aduerſaries Nominallsy/ 
they boaited themleJues to be Realls; asit their Aduerfaries 
had demaunded, no Men, but only Names of Men :oras 
it the Protfetlors of the true Faith, like Knights Errants,or 
thoſe of the round Table, had been no reall Men at all 
but only names; Which is aſmuch to fay , as thatthe H y- 
ſtories of the Church were meere fables. 

Thirdly , they ſought to flinch by propounding ſu- 
dry tymey, diuers other Queitions to be diſputed. Which 
Was,as it were, toput vpmany_Hares betore the Hoids, 
thereby to conceale the Kennell ot, that Fox which was 
then hunted , | 0 

Fourthly, they endcauoured to diuert the Queition, 
from prouing themſelues the true Church, by naming the 
Yitible Protetlors therot in all Ages, which was the thing 
demaunded, to proue the ſame by alluming they held the 
truth, that is to fay, in euery particular Controueriie; as 
for Example, in denying of Tranſubltantiation, Merits 
of Works and the like. Which was as plaine a Tranſitzon , 
a5 if in caſe the Queltion had byn about Tranſubſitantia- 


tion, their Aduerſaries ſhould haue gone about to proue 


it, by prouing themſelues to be the true Church that held 
it. For both theſe kinde of prootes by a.remote Medzun do 
euidently transferrethe Queſtion the one from a pene- - 
rall toa particular point, which was your Do&tors tault: 
the other from a particuler toa generall, as in the other 
Example . | , 

Fitrly , being called vpon by the Hearers, and ef- 
pecially by the Proteſtants themſelues, which were ten 
to one, and confided'much in their owne caule, to giue 
the Names of their Profeſſors in all Ages; they named 
only Chriſt and his Apoſtles, with others , one or two

more of the firſt Age alone. Which according to the que- 
ſion vndertaken , they ſhould haue proued to be Prote- 
teſtats, by naming Proteſtants that ſucceeded them in all 
Ages following ; but ſeeking cuermore to auoyde that 
Rocke, they would haue ſtayed there, and betore they 
went any turther, vrged to proue the Profeſſors ot the 
firit Age to be Proteltants , not by naming their Succeſ- 
ſors, butby examining their DoCtrine; Which againe had 
been to dijuerte from the matier , and to runne trom the 
generall point then in Queſtion, to all particular Con- 
troueries. ; 

Sixtly ; Therefore when none of theſe deuifes could 
ſatisfy the expectation of the Hearers,fearing as it ſeemed, 
leaſt,according tothe words of the Queſtion and playne 
intention of that meeting , they ſhould haue byn vrged 


againe by the Hearers , ioſet downea full Catalogue of | 


all Ages , as once before they were 1mportuned to doe, 
they tuddenly brake oft, and ſo departed. | 

Seauenthiy ; My L.of Wanviche imagining perchace 
that this procceded not ſo much from lacke of ability, as 
from want of due preparation, on their behalte promiſed 
a Catalogue within 2. or 3. dayes, which though ſought 
agayne by letter, neuer yet appeared.

Eightly; The Anſwerers themſeJues repayred the-

When any of the holy 
Fathers, docenſure any poynt of DoQtrine, taxing it of 
Hereſy, or noteth ir as the particuler opinion of ſome. 
Heretike , or reproueth it yery much, or wondreth at it, - 
eſpecially if it. be ſuch a thing as euery learned Man may 
eaſily know , or was neceſlary to be ny , and thatno 
other Father did therein oppoſe himſelt againſt him, It” 
is an cuident Teſtimony, that his Doctrine therein was 
the generall Doctrine of the Church at that tyme; and 
ought to beſo receaued of the Ages that follow . Where- 
fore the Author of that Booke, hauing ſhewed ſo many 
poynts of your DoAtine to haue beene ſs notoriouſly ce- 
fured and condemned by the Auncient Fathers of the 
firſt fue hundred yeares in the Hetetikes of thoſe tymes, 
beſides many other poynts and ſome of thoſe alſo con- 
demned by Fathers and Councells in after Ages ( where- |

Martyres, and Biſhops, as it were by ſo many Chan« 
nells, they derive trom Chriſt and his Apoſtles. They 
foltow the fame and greatnes of that Church , which 
by conuerting Countries and Nations in all Ages, is 
become eminent and apparent aboue all other ſortes of 
Chriſtians , like a Crtty ypon 4 Hill, aboue the Moalc- 
hills ; or like the Lirile Stone #0 Daniel , which growing 
to bea Mountaine, filleth the world with it's greatnes. 
They follow the ſecurity of thoſe Letters-Patents which 
the hand of God hath ſigned with his owne Seals, and 
 comended tothe world, by Arteſtation of many M 
zacles in confirmation of their Doctrine. And laſtly they 
follow the infallible and powerfull Authoricy of that 
Body, which by Ceſures of DoCtors, & Decrees of Cou- 
cells from tyme to tyme hath euer confounded all thoſe 
that oppoſed themſelues againſt it; While you in the 
meane tyme, Without any lincall Deſcente from thoſs 
whome you preteud to haue beene your Aunceſtors , 
without the Progenie of any Gentills conuerted by you; 
without any warrant of Gods hand, or ſentence of hig

o ſuch weighty and maſlie marcers , ſuch cleare and con- 
uincing proofes as theſe , not bging able to giue in eui-

For beſidesall that hath beene ſayd againſt many o< 
ther moſt expreſſe Sentences of the Auncicnt Fathers, in 
thoſe very poynts which you haue choſen to touch; you 
haue only produced a few dribling Authorities, as it were 
on the Byc, ſome falſely tranſlated, and ſome falſcly ci- 
ted, and ſome in reſpect of other expreſſe words agaynſt 
you , plainely falſified; that, notto accuſe you of a bad 
Conſcience, though you make profeſſion ro be much 
verſed in the Fathers , yet the Reader muſt needes think, 
you neuer ſaw, orread ſo much as thoſe few places which 
your ſelfe hauz cited, but only tooke them Ly reraile fro 
others. And howſocuer, though they were admitted 
and taken as you giue them vp; yet in my poore opi- 
nion , they eyther touch not your Aduerſaries at all,

16.{Orſuch as were Telti- 
monies of the Inſtice and mercy of God in generall, and 
not of Doctrine in particuler, as were thoſe whereof $. 
Mierome ſpeaketh : Or finally ſuch as being wrought by 
wicked men, excceded notthe power of the Diuell,as S. 
Auvnuitine obſerueth , lth . 20. de Cruit . Det cap, 19, & Trath, 
13- in loan , Or were not ſufficiently teſtifed, bur rather 
ſayd then proued , which Tertullian lib, de Prefer. derideth 
and ſayth , that the power of Heretiks was nothing like,

N the next place againſt the Merit of Workes , yott 
obiect many places of the Fathers, but none to the 

urpoſe. You know full well, that the Catholikes 
diinguit betweene works thar goe before Faith, & 
workes that follow . Workes going before Faith , and 
proceeding only from the light of Nature, or from the 
knowledge of the law of Moyles ( called therefore by & . 
Paul Rom. 3. The workes of the Law ) your Aduetlaries doe 
all hold,neyther to ſaue, nor to be needfull to ſaluatio; 
according whereunto S. Paule alfo faith ; That « Max 
3 inſtified by Faith , without the workes of tbe Law. But that 
workes tollowing aliuely Faith , tormed with Charity, 
and proceeding trom it, doe iuſtifie, and are needtull-to 
faluation, your Aduerfary proueth not only by expreſle 


Scripture, Iames cap. 2. Tee ſee then how that of workes a man 
as wſtified , and not of Faith only: Burt alſo by the lyke 


Teſtimonies of all the holy Fathers , noting and con- 
demaingthe contrary opinion of the Proteſtants as here= 
ticall, in Symon Magus , in the Gnoltickes, and in Eung- 
m'ts, as hath beene ſhewed. And further healleadgeth S.

diſpute againſt them. How can you imagine, they are ſo 
ab{urdasto thinke by the power of Nature alone to doe 
that which they theſeues confeſle to be aboue the power 
of Natnre, wherin there appeareth not only a great dealc 
of paſſion in you, { which hanges lyke to a Cloud bet- 
weene the Eye of your minde, and the light of truth) but 
alio (as it feemeth) great want of conſcience.

For you know they hold , that without grace, it is 
impoſſible eyther to belicue, or to do any other ate 
which may auayle, or ſo much as diſpoſe to Saluation .

ſame place, he citeth alſo S. Auguit. de Predeit. Sandorum, 
cap. Fs» teaching, that the Poſſe, or power to haue Fayth and 
Chartty, ws #n man by Nature.

taken away . It it be gtuen by Nature, and not taken away 
by Grace, moſt certaine it is, that ſti[] we haue it, In this 
ſenſe therefore, your Aduerſaries not only aftirming,that 
we hauc Freewill by Nature,but alſo teaching thatir is ſo 
excited and ſtrengthned by Grace, as we cannot ſomuch 
as thinke,, much leile accomplith or performe any ſuper- 


naturall ate without it;they would eaſily graunt with

Whereby{condemning 
our Aduerſaries as you doe, and yet eythernot knowing 
what they hold,or maliciouſly miſtaking their meaning) 
pany ſee at the laſt, that with a great deale of Jabour, 
or want of a little learning, ifnot for want of Chari- 
ty , you haue rather confirmed, then cenſured their Dov» 
arine, 
Bri now that we haue no Free-will to any at at all, 
In ſuch manner, as it lyeth not in our power to doe it, or 
Not to doe it, and that all things are done neceſſarily, 
though willingly , becauſe all things are done by the in- 
Suitable decree of God , being the point you thould haue 
proued; none of the Fathers you alleadge,cyther thought 
or ſayd, but haue condemned it for Hereſfie and Error in 
$imon Magus, and in the Manichees : yea, and .becauſc 
K followeth trom hence, that God is the Author of {inne, 
euen for more then Herefie, in Florinus, vt refert Euſeb. l. 
5. c4Þ. 20. Heereagaine I mult friendly admonith you ,. 
that negligently or ignoramtly being  deceaucd by others, 
you

You cite him 
alſo, cont. duas EpiiÞ. Pelag . lib. 2. which ſecond Booke 
hauing 16. Chapters, you quote no Chapter. Will your 
Reader impute ſo many imperfect and talſe quotations 
only to the crror of your pen , and got rather to your ig- 
norancc, or wantof due peruſail? 
Buthow will yon defend your ſelfe, in alleaging theſe 
ether words out of 8. Auſten: 1t iscertame that we worke,uwhe 
we dv ſo, but it 1s be that gtueth vs th workeng power , by adding 
p19 our will, moſt effettuallſtrength;as 1: he had fayd, I will make 
you worke . Whereby you will makeyour Reader belieue, 
that according ynto S. Auſten we haue no power of Free- 
will by Nature, but that God giuetttit , by adding his 
Grace: which is not ſo: tor S. Autendoth not ſay, Itis he 
that giveth vs this working power, by adding ſtrength to 
our will as you alleage, but that, He maketh ys 19 worke, by ads 
ding ſtrength to our will (or which is all one) to theporrer of our 
will, which therfore p1oueth, that we haue power of will 
by Nature,though not ſufficietly able to do any ſuperna- 
turall a, before he adde the ſtrength of his Grace vnto it.

guſtine anſwereth, he kne w as wellas Pelagius, that - ey

- as he would haue it, but by Grace, holding it for certaine, 


that we ate ableto kcepe them, but fo as that God is ie 
who worketh in ys both to will and to performe them.

Whici latt wordes' you parily 
changed, and partly omitted, to conceale the Do&iine 
of S. Auguſtine, and his prootes out of Scripture, thewing 
that by Grace \ve are able to keepe the Comaundemets , 
which the Proteſtants haue cuer held impoſllible. Laſtly 
as if you meantnot to be diſcouered, you cite the former 
words out of his Booke.

Arbit. cap « 
z 6. Let this be ignorance in you, which in another werg

31 his Sermon Of the Vndion of Chriſme, which Chriſme(as 
it i there recorded) was viually made at that tyme ypon 
holy Thurſday of Oyleand Balſamum (as now allo it is 
accultomed ) tor the ye ofthe Church in Baptiſme, _ 
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Set.3. againſt the Reall Preſence, 43 
ether Sacraments: So hard it js for one of you toalleage 
any thing out of the Fathers, which one way or other 
doth not make againſt you . The words alleaged by your 
Aduerſary are theſe: The Bread which our Lord gaue to hts 
Diſciples, being changed notin shape , but in Nature, by the omni- 
potency of the Word, ts made flesh. A place ſo playnetorTran« 
ſubſtantiation,or change of ſ{ubltancein the Sacrament, 
that when I readit, it makes me blut{k at the bouldnes of 
thoſe Diuines who dare to 4uouch that Triſubſtantiatis 
was neuer known betore the Councell of Lateran.

chiſedech the Prieft of the moſt hizh God hid done, offering Bread 


and Vine to prefigure him; he alſo mught repreſent the truth of his

Bread and Wine to prefigure him ;fo healſo raking Bread 

and wine, offered the truth of his Body and Bloud to _

According wherunto, in Pſ. :90. ſpeaking 
to our Sauiour he faith : As Melchiſedech offereth Bread and 
WW me ; ſoe thou alſo offereſt thy Body and Bloud , the true Bread 
and the true Wime. In that ſenſe, true Bread,as in Epift. ad He- 
dibiam , queſt. 2. he ſaith, that Moyſes gaue noe true Bread, 
And as our Sauiour ſayd, loan. 6: That his Father gawe them 
true Bread from heauen , Where alſo S . Hierome hath theſe 
words: Let vs beare the Bread which our Lord brake,to be the Body 
of our Lord and Sauivur . And he adeth alittle after, He ſate 
at the Banquet , and was himſelfe the Banquet, be the eater , and be 
that was eaten. 
Finally, lib. cont, Vigil. cap. 3 « he reprehendeth Vi- 

gilantius , tor ſpeaking againſt Reliques in this manner ; 
Therefore ( according to thy (peach) the Bishop of Rome doth. 
it, who vpon the Bones of Peter and Paul (which we call yenerable, 

but thou eſteemeſt moſt vile guſt) doth offer Sacrifices to God, and 

maketh thetrTobes to be the Altars of Chriſt .

Secondly he proueth the ſame, Becauſe tn the mention of the 
Cupp, inflituting bis Tetament ſigned wih bs Bloyd, he cotirmed 
the ſubſtance of his Body. That isto lay : he confirmed 
his Body to be no ſhadow, but aſubſtance; for, ſayth he, 
the proof of Bloud,is a proof of Flesb ; and the proof of Flesh, is @ 
proofe of a true body. Wheretore hauing giuen Bloud in his 
Teſtament, he gaue alſo a true Body. 

Theſe Arguments therefore haue place if according to 
the ſenſe which your Aduerſaries make of the words of 
Tertullian,Our Semour fullfilled the law , by gruing that which 
&4s figured in the law. But it according to your expoſition 
he gaue only a figure of his Body and Bloud he gaue not 
that which was tigured in the —— Tertullian himſelf 
expoudeth the law;for that which was figured in the law 
( ayth Tertullian) was that Body which was to be cru= 


cified, & by conſequence he fullfilled notthe law: which ' 


notwithſtanding was the Hereſic of Marcion, there con 

demned by Tertullian. And againe, if our-Sauiour had gi- 
ven that which was only a figure of his Body, Tertullian 
could not haue proued thereby, that our Sauiour had a 
erue Body anſwerable to the figure therof,in the Prophet 
leremie.. For if there might haue beene a figure of a figure, 
there might haue been alſo a figure of a Phantaſme, And 
if ii the mention ofthe Cup, he had not ſigned his Teſta- 
ment with true, but only with figuratiue Bloud, his Te- 
ſtament had not beene true, but only fguratiue; neyther 
had he thereby confirmed, that his Body was a true Sub- 


ſtance . For figurative Bloud, could haueproued but fi- 


guratiue fleth, and figuratiue fleſh could haue proued but 
a figurative Body. 

Add ynto this, thatif in your ſenſe Tertullian hath 
ſfayd, This is my Body, that1s, the figure of my Body : 
Marcion might as well haue ſayd in lyke manner ; This 
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c is my Body, that is to ſay , the ſhadow,or Phantaſme of 
m my Body. And ſoin effet, 'Tertullian had agreed with 
Marcion , whoſe Hereſy he there condemned ; and had 
Yo impugned the Truth of the Eucbarit;which he there me-

Conſiderations before remembred 
and reported more atlarge in the 4. firſt Setions of this 
T reatiſc, do make it ſocuidet ynto me, that theirs & not 
yours is the only true viſible & vyniuerſall Church orday- 
ned and founded by Chriſtand his Apoſtles ,to teach the 
world; that] wonder in my hart how any learned Prg- 
teſtantcan be ſo blinde asnort to ſceit, orſo yoyd of ho- 
neſty, asnot to confeſle it. Neytherif I were now a Proe 
teſtant ſhouldany thing with-hold me from toyning my 
ſclfe vato them, ynleſſe it were only in honor of that Re- 
lizion wherein I was bred, toexpet a little, Whetber the 
foreſayd Catalogue of the Names of your Profeſſors in all 
Apes, andeſpecially in the Ages betore Luther,might be 
found and produced.
